INVASION PLAN 
WAS BIG SECRET 


W ashington, July IO (AP) —Allied 
invasion of Sicily caught the capital 
of the United States by surprise in 
the 
early 
morning 
hours today, 
shrouded so well in .secrecy that the 
usual sources of such information 
knew nothing about it in advance. 
The technique was as perfect, as 
th a t employed when Genera! Dwight 
D. Eisenhower led amphibious oper­ 
ations as Allied com mander in the 
invasion of Africa 
Then, mum was the word until 
the lightning hit, and so it was last 
night. 
Shortly before midnight, the W ar 
departm ent was the scone of un­ 
usual activity for th at hour.

Attack At Dawn 
Swarms of Allied bombers, fighter-bombors and fighters— 
engaged only yesterday in the final massive blows of an aerial 
offensive that had rocked Sicilian targets for weeks—roared 
across the Mediterranean narrows at dawn and formed an 
aerial umbrella for the fighting men aground. 
(Axis broadcasts said the Allies, spearheaded by para » 
chute units and strongly supported by sea and air, landed on 
both the southern and eastern coasts of the bomb-battered

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, the American com m ander 
in-chief of this first major land blow to crush enemy Europe, 
informed the peoples of the occupied and enemy countries of 
tip* attack in a statement read from the Algiers radio. 
The announcer followed up the statement with these 
dramatic words: 
“The battle of Africa is over; the battle of Europe has 
begun.”

July IO (AP)—Amor 
leans already hard pressed to And J 
a good steak or succulent chops will 
have even less m eat to eat In the 
next 12 m onths if the governm ent’s 
forecast of a smaller corn crop Is 
correct. 
An Agriculture departm ent report 
on prospective farm production yes­ 
terday indicated th a t the supply of 
corn for the coming feeding sea­ 
son may be short of requirem ents by 
at least 200.000,000 bushels. 
Corn is being used a t a record 
rate of 3.300,000,000 bushels a year. 
Tile departm ent forecast this year’s 
production 
at 
only 
2.707.000,000 
bushels. 
The crop will be supple­ 
m ented by a reserve of about 400,- 
000,000 bushels, but th a t still m eans 
a huge deficit. 
Tile only thing th a t m ight pre­ 
vent any m aterial liquidation of 
livestock as a result would be the 
im portation of large quantities of 
feed grains from Canada. However. 
a shortage of transportation facili­ 
ties m ay prevent that. 
Livestock liquidation m ight take 
several forms—the sale of dairy and 
poultry stock, and a reduction In hog 
production. 
Some food economists 
in and out of the governm ent are 
urging a reduction In pork produc­ 
tion largely by establishing prices 
which would lead farm ers to m arket 
hogs of much lighter weights.
